Basing its 
calcu lating on th e 1930 censu s, i 
places th e nu mber of farm lab­ 
orers at abou t 3,000,000; domestic 
workers at abou t 2,200,000; em­ 
ploy es of non-profit organiza­ 
tions at abou t 800,00Q; banking 
employ es at abou t 250,000; and 
seaman at 175,000. 
Ex tending old-age insu rance 
cov erage to th is grou p of ap­ 
prox imately 6 million wou ld not 
mean th e setting u p of th at 
many new accou nts, said Mr. 
Gwy n. “For ex ample, people wh o 
do agricu ltu ral work most of th e 
time often take oth er, jobs occa­ 
sionally . Many of th ese are in 
fields of employ ment already 
cov ered by th e old-age insu rance 
program, 
and 
su ch 
workers 
wou ld th erefore already h av e so­ 
cial secu rity accou nt nu mbers. 
Th is is also tru e in th e case of 
many domestic workers and oth ­ 
ers. Th e inclu sion of additional 
employ ments wou ld th u s mean 
th at some people, now partially 
cov ered th rou gh part-time em­ 
ploy ment in cov ered occu pations 
wou ld h av e more opportu nity to 
bu ild u p old-age insu rance cred­ 
its; for oth ers, of cou rse, ex ten­ 
sion of cov erage wou ld mean ini­ 
tial participation in th is nation­ 
al insu rance program.

Bu enos Aires, Feb. 20 (ZP)—Ar­ 
gentina ordered a sh arp redu c­ 
tion in pu rch ases from th e Unit­ 
ed States today , and th e impli­ 
cation was felt th at Germany 
and Great Britain wou ld get 
more of th e bu siness. 
Th e annou ncement in morn­ 
ing newspapers by Pedro Grop- 
po, minister of finance, appeared 
to h av e dev eloped between th e 
two rich est American nations an 
open breach ov er trade — th e 
base u pon wh ich United States 
Secretary of State Hu ll bu ilt th e 
American good neigh bor policy . 
Groppo declared th at United 
States imports mu st be redu ced 
to “th e lev el of th ree or fou r 
y ear ago” becau se th e imports 
ar ov erbalanced United States 
pu rch ases of Argentine goods. 
Th e minister indicated Argen­ 
tina cou ld not accept a most- 
av ored nation treaty offered by 
th e United States bu t wanted a 
bi-lateral agreement to strike a 
:rade balance—a treaty similar 
to th at wh ich Argentina already 
bas with a nu mber of Eu ropean 
cou ntries. 
A redu ction of imports to pre­ 
v iou s lev els wou ld mean a cu t of 
40 per cent from 1938 figu res or 
abou t $31,000,000. 
Groppo’s annou ncement was 
pu blish ed as a h alf-page adv er­ 
tisement in morning newspap­ 
ers. It insisted th at th e redu c­ 
tion—to be effected by with ­ 
h olding import permits — was 
not discrimination on beh alf of 
Eu ropean cou ntries bu t a neces­ 
sity . 
“Argentina nev er brou gh t u p 
th e qu estion 'of sy stems,” th e 
finance minister declared. “It 
h as been forced to adapt its 
economy to new demands of 
world commerce, alway s keeping 
in mind th at in its condition of 
a debtor nation it mu st obtain 


ed States offers of ‘redu ction of 
tariffs of some Argentine prod­ 
u cts, u nfortu nately not inclu d­ 
ing meat, h av e been discu ssed. 
According to North American 
figu res an increase of abou t $40,- 
000,000 in v alu e of ou r ex ports, 
du ring a period more or less 
long, wou ld resu lt. 
“In my ju dgment th is figu re, 
with meat ex clu ded, is ex agger­ 
ated.” 
Th e annou ncement said Unit­ 
ed States imports increased ov er 
th e past few y ears from 16.5 per 
cent of th e total of Argentine 
pu rch ases abroad to 20.3 per cent 
in 1938. 
Th e u nfav orable balance of 
pay ments, inclu ding serv ice of 
debts to th e United States, was 
pu t at 255,000,000 pesos or $6 3,- 
750,000. 
In 1938, Groppo said, th e Unit­ 
ed States sold $76 ,750,000 in goods 
to Argentina and bou gh t $29 ,- 
000,000 worth . Th e ministry said 
it h ad been necessary to ex port 
Argentine gold to make u p th e 
deficit.

SOME TOLL O M IT S 


Action of the American Au to­ 
mobile association in approv ing 
constru ction of toll highway s in 
certain instances and u nder cer­ 
tain conditions represents an a t­ 
tem pt on the p art of m otorists 
to obtain badly -needed high- 
ty pe road dev elopment in con­ 
gested areas, according to Todd 
Stoops, 
secretary -m anager 
of 
the Hoosier Motor clu b. 
“Motor clu bs were in the fore­ 
front of the battle to do away 
with toll-gates in the early day s 
of motoring,” Mr. Stoops point­ 
ed ou t, “and they are still v igor­ 
ou sly 
opposed 
to 
fantastic 
schemes cu rrently being adv anc­ 
ed for bu ilding a network of 
su per-su per toll highway s all 
the way across the nation at a 
cost of twelv e billion dollars or 
more. 
“Howev er, motorists hav e been 
and are willing to pay in the 
form of tolls for su ch costly road 
item s as bridges and tu nnels 
prov ided su ch facilities become 
free when they hav e been paid 
for. Approv al of toll road con­ 
stru ction 
when demanded by 
traffic needs represents an ex ­ 
tension of ex isting A. A. A. policy 
with regard to toll bridges. 
“The new A. A. A. policy state­ 
m ent with regard to toll roads in 
congested areas sets forth cer­ 
tain 
v ery 
definite 
conditions 
which m u st be m et before an in­ 
div idu al toll-road project wou ld 
meet approv al. These conditions 
are: all su ch highway s shall be 
constru cted, operated and owned 
by a u nit of gov ernment and not 
by any priv ate agency ; the state 
m u st not be div erting any rev - 
nu e deriv ed from motor v ehicle 
tax ation; the cost of constru c­ 
tion cannot be m et ou t of normal 
cu rrent rev enu e; tolls shall be 
u sed ex clu siv ely for retiring in­ 
debtedness incu rred; 
and the 
road shall become free when the 
indebtedness is discharged.”
